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Do  not  assume  content  reflects  current 
scientific  knowledge,  policies,  or  practices. 
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These  gates  are  suitable  for  various 
uses,  and  can  be  built  of  lumber  or 
of  metal  pipes  or  channels  of  equal 
strength  with  bolted  or  welded  con- 
nections. 

Special  features  shown  suggest 
variations  to  fit  local  requirements, 
materials,  or  preference.  Gate  posts 
should  be  sturdy.  Wood  posts 
should  be  treated  with  preservative. 
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Block  18"  long  bolted  to  post^ 
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Larger  scale  working  drawings  may  be  obtained  through 
your  county  agent  or  from  the  extension  agricultural 
engineer  at  most  State  agricultural  colleges.  There  is 
usually  a  small  charge.
